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Repentance By “Walter Gook 


Text: “Repent ye,” Matt. 3:2. 

The words of the text are words of 
John the Baptist who was born in ful- 
fillment of the prophecy of the angel 
Gabriel who appeared to Zacharias as he 
burned incense in the temple. Zacharias 
was stricken dumb because he doubted 
truth of the announcement of Gabriel, 
but John was born in due time according 
to the announcement. When friends and 
relatives wanted to name him Zacharias 
after his father, the parents said, “No, 
he shall be called John,” and upon Zach- 
arias writing, “His name is John,” his 
tongue was loosed and he spake and 
praised God. Very little is known about 
John’s childhood except that he was in 
the desert until the day of his showing 
unto Israel. Luke 1:80. Dressed in a coarse 
garb made of camel’s hair and girded with 
a leather girdle, John appears preaching 
with such power and zeal that it attracted 
multitudes from Jerusalem and Judaea 
who came to hear him say, “Repent ye 
for the kingdom of heaven is at hand.” 

John’s mission was to prepare the way 
of the Lord who was to suddenly come to 
the temple, and repentance was the mes- 
sage the people needed to prepare them 
to accept the Lord when He should ap- 
pear. Repentance is one of the most im- 
portant doctrines of the Scriptures and I 
believe if there was a clearer understand- 
ing of Biblical repentance and people 
would put in practice what they under- 
stand, there would be a greater percent- 
age of converts stand. 


Repentance is not conviction. Convic- 
tion means to be convinced that I am a 
sinner before God, that I am lost and wor- 
thy of hell, and stand in need of the 
mercy and saving grace of God. Repent- 
ance is not profession. Hundreds have 
professed Christ who hardly made the 
first step toward Bible repentance. To 
make a profession of religion does not 
mean that one has repented. Repentance 
is not confession. It is one thing to con- 
fess and another thing to repent. Pharaoh 
confessed to Moses that he had sinned but 
he did not repent, and perished in the 
hardness of his heart in the Red Sea while 
in pursuit of the Israelites. Achan, after 
the lot fell on him and he was discovered, 
confessed that he had sinned in taking of 
the accursed thing of Jericho. A heap of 
stones marks the place of his burial to- 
day. Saul, when he saw that in the de- 
parting of Samuel he would lose his power 
and influence with his people, confessed 
that he had sinned in failing to destroy 
the Amalakites and their possession as he 
was commanded. All three of these men 
confessed but not one of them repented 
and all three died in disgrace. Repentance 
is not simply sorrow. True sorrow has to 
do with repentance but it is not repent- 
ance. Paul says that godly sorrow work- 
eth repentance not to be repented of. 
Conviction, profession, confession, and 
sorrow all have their place in one’s coming 
to Christ but neither nor all are repent- 
ance. 


According to Dr. Scofield, repentance 


means a change of mind in respect to sin, 
God and self. Well, hallelujah! To the 
penitent sin becomes disgusting. He sees 
it as his enemy, as the thing that he must 
have deliverance from at any cost. He no 
longer delights in sin but turns away from 
it. He turns to God for help, surrender- 
ing himself to Him for service. Repent- 
ance then means to have such an inward 
disgust for sin that sin is turned away 
from and a humble surrender is made to 
God’s will and service. 


Many come to God for salvation who 
know that they have not surrendered 
to the will and service of God, and who 
have no intention of turning away from 
sin and worldly habits, but repentance 
includes just that. Repentance is man’s 
part in turning to God. Salvation is God’s 
work in man’s heart that delivers him 
from sin and self. 

Repentance is important in getting to 
Christ. John, in instructing the people 
how to prepare the way of the Lord said, 
“Repent ye.” When Jesus returned from 
the wilderness temptation full of the Spir- 
it, and began His ministry, He began by 
saying, “Repent ye.” When Jesus sent 
His disciples before His fsce to prepare 
the way for His ministry in the cities and 
towns of Judaea, they were commanded 
to preach repentance.After Peter preached 
that memorable sermon on the day of 
Pentecost, which resulted in the conver- 
sion of 3,000 souls, when the people were 
pricked in their hearts (convicted) and

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Js Our God a Business God? By A. J. Cox 


“LET ALL THINGS be done decently 
and in order,’ 1 Cor. 14:40. 


Does the Word of God set forth or- 
ganized government or not? We will let 
the Word of God speak. By reading Exod. 
18:13-22, we find that Moses was ordered 
to completely organize the children of Is- 
rael. We also find there that the people 
came to Moses to inquire of the Lord. 
We find by reading through God’s Word 
that He has always, in most every age, 
used human instrumentality to carry on 
His work. The word “government” 
means a body to govern, rule, or control. 
—Webster. The word “organize” means 
to systematize or get in working order. 


—Webster. 


Now I am sure if God had wanted to, 
or if it had been His plan, He could have 
written His gospel across the skies so 
that every one could have read for him- 
self, but that was not God’s plan, so we 
find that His plan was for His gospel to 
be carried by human _ instrumentality, 
therefore we are God’s instruments or 
God’s tools. 


We find by reading Acts 16:4, 5, that 
there were decrees ordained and set forth 
by the apostles and elders which were at 
Jerusalem in council, and the same were 
sent forth and delivered to the churches 
(local Church of God), and these same 
churches were established in the faith. 


Perhaps some one might want to ask 
the question, What does God’s govern- 
ment consist of? We will first answer 
in the negative. Not all unorganized pro- 
fessors belong to God’s government. If all 
denominations and all unorganized pro- 
fessors belong to God’s government, there 
are two scriptures or two quotations that 
were spoken by Jesus Himself that I 
would like for you to interpret for me. 
First, Matt. 16:18, “Upon this rock I 
will build my church and the gates of hell 
shall not PREVAIL against it.” Now 
Webster says the word “prevail” means to 
overcome. The second quotation is, “If 
a kingdom be divided against itself, that 
kingdom cannot stand,” Mark 3:24. Now 
if we should take some of your inter- 
pretations on the Church of God, or that 
all denominations and unorganized pro- 
fessors are the Church of God, and then 
take the scripture just quoted and give 
them the proper interpretation, we would 


find as it would seem that the words of * 


Jesus would conflict one with another. 
But we know that this couldn’t be true 
so we will have to say that God has just 
one Church and in it we find His govern- 
ment, and the gates of hell cannot over- 
come it. 


We find by reading 1 Cor. 5:9-13 that 
they had judging ability, ruling ability, 
and also an inside and an outside to the 
Church of God at Corinth. We find in 
1 Cor. 12:13 that Paul said, “By one 
Spirit are all baptized into one body,” 
and we find by reading 1 Cor. 1:1, 2, that 
he was talking to the Church of God 
which was made up of people of different 
nationalities. We also find that Paul took 
a man and his wife in Eph. 5:23-32, to 
represent the relation of Jesus to the 
Church, or the organization of the 


Church of God. 


Peter said in 2 Peter 1:21, “For proph- 
ecy came not in old time by the will of 
man; but holy men of God spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost.” St. 
John 4:1, 2, “Where therefore the Lord 
knew how the Pharisees had heard that 
Jesus made and baptized more disciples 
than John, (though Jesus Himself bap- 
tized not; but his disciples) .” 


Here are two instances in which we 
find that the Lord worked through His 
followers and it was made the works of 
the Lord, so why is not the Lord doing 
the work today through His ministers? 
When men don’t want to resort to God’s 
government they like to use such scrip- 
tures as Psa. 87:5, ““And of Zion it shall 
be said, This and that man was born in 
her: and the highest himself shall estab- 
lish her.” Now those who like to do as 
they please and be a government within 
themselves, like to put their private inter- 
pretation on this passage and say that it 
says the highest Himself shall establish 
her, and they like to leave God’s tools 
that He was going to do this with com- 
pletely out of it. Say, you who like to 
leave God’s ministers, which are God’s 
tools, out of God’s government, how 
would you feel to be sent out to build a 
house and then have your saw, square, 
hammer, level, etc., taken away from 
you? How would you get along building 
your house? Or how would you feel go- 
ing into the mines to load coal without 
a shovel, pick, auger, rock hammer, 
wedges, slate bar, and such things as you 
should need? It is said that King Solo- 
mon built the temple yet he himself did 
not lay a stone. 


I have in my possession a little tract, 
I couldn’t say a gospel tract because I 
don’t see much true gospel in it, but it 
is a little tract. In this little piece of 
writing the author has many things to 
say against those who are organized and 
are carrying on God’s work. At one place 
I notice he says he has never been mental- 
ly qualified to keep books for God, and 


shall never be ignorant enough to try it. 


Now I wish to say that if I felt that way 
about it, I would surely go some place 
and try to find me a job loading coal, 
driving mules, picking cotton, cutting 
wood, or something, and surely would not 
hang myself out as a minister of the 
gospel dealing with SOULS. If I did not 
feel like I could keep books for God in 
His literal Church here, I surely would 
not feel qualified to preach His gospel, 
dealing with spiritual souls, standing be- 
tween life and death. 


I believe that all church governments 
have done some good in the past, al- 
though all church governments are not 
Bible governments but we believe they 
have had their good meanings and have 
done some good. I will further say that | 
believe that most religious governments 
are better than none; also, I am sure 
that we have some good saved people who 
don’t belong to any church government, 
but I wish to say that God has a church 
government, and the New Testament is 
His discipline. 

Now I would like to ask the man who 
wrote the little tract, how many mission- 
aries his unorganized movement is sup- 
porting on the foreign fields, how many 
orphan, homes they have, how many or- 
phan children they are supporting, how 
many Bible Training Schools that they 
have, etc. These things all go with the 
true gospel of Christ. He says that some 
ministers are flattering, prosyleting, ctc., 
to organize churches, but I wish to say 
that that is not the Church of God way. 
I have been a minister in the Church of 
God for almost fifteen years and my 
method is to preach the gospel to them 
and get them saved, sanctified, and filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and then preach 
divine healing to them, and then God’s 
government, which is set forth in the 
Church of God, etc. and after all of this 
it is not hard to get those that want to do 
right to unite with the Church of God, 
we find plenty to say to them from 
the Bible without saying hard things 
or things that would drive them farther 
from God. I wish to say that when you 
clean up your land and plant your crop 
always be sure to put a good fence around 
it and then the stock cannot get in and 
destroy your crop.

The World is in Trouble 


“For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom: and there 
shall be earthquakes in divers places, and 
there shall be famines and troubles: these 
are the beginnings of sorrows,” Mark 13:8. 

Jesus more fully explained this in Matt. 
24:4-14, but He tells His disciples that 
the end is not yet. There have been wars 
and disturbances among nations since the 
days of our Savior. Many have thought 
and taught that the World War was the 
battle of Armageddon, but we are sure 
that it was not. It is believed by many 
who are well-versed in affairs, that the 
greatest war the world has ever known 
up to this time is just ahead of us and 
after that Jesus will come to resurrect 
and catch away His people. 

“Therefore hath the curse devoured 
the earth, and they that dwell therein are 
desolate: therefore the inhabitants of the 
earth are burned, and few men left,” Isa. 
24:6. 

We believe that this scripture so thor- 
oughly describes the conditions that ex- 
ist in the world. It seems that the whole 
world, or the heads of every nation, are 
getting ready for this awful catastrophe. 
Think of the great preparation made for 
war—inventions that cost millions of 
dollars, to destroy the lives of men; in 
fact, Germany, Italy, and Japan are put- 
ting forth every effort to exterminate 
and conquer the world, and they now 
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have machines that will drop poisonous 
gases and explosives that will exterminate 
the people by the wholesale. Some of 
these inventions are nothing more than 
gases that explode and become fire and 
it burns up everything in its reach. Truly 
the prophet saw the day in which we live. 
One of the sad things is that they pour 
this poisonous gas and fire out on the in- 
nocent; instead of confining it to the 
fighting forces they drop it on camps 
and places where the old and the young 
who are not engaged in actual war serv- 
ice are, and burn them up alive. How true 
the words of the prophet are fulfilled 
when he says that the inhabitants of the 
earth are burned and few men are left. 


“The earth mourneth and _ fadeth 
away, the world languisheth and fadeth 
away, the haughty people of the earth 
do languish,” Isa. 24:4. 

Several years ago when this prophecy 
was quoted, some laughed at it. The writ- 
er declared that all Europe was putting 
forth every effort to conquer and espe- 
cially some nations had no regard for hu- 
man life and would use methods that 
would destroy the lives of the people 
in a wholesale way and, in fact, do any- 
thing to conquer their neighbors and to 
have the pre-eminence over the world. 

We see a fulfillment of this prophecy 
in Hitler’s move in taking over Austria. 
He wasn’t satisfied with that, he moved to 
Czechoslovakia. Here he met opposition 
and found that it was not so easy to oc- 
cupy this country as Austria, so we read 
about the visit of England’s statesman to 
Hitler, then finally the four great dic- 
tators of the European nations met, but 
Hitler carried his point. He will take over 
that part that is occupied by the Ger- 
man people. This is just the beginning of 
the biggest war that has ever been, and 
sooner or later the spirit of these men 
who care nothing for human life and are 
more interested in their powers to con- 
quer and to rule than they are in pré™# 
serving the nations, will cause them to 
carry out their plans to conquer the 
world. 

The world’s seven largest powers have 
spent about $12,000,000,000 for arms— 
five times the $2,500,000,000 they spent 
in 1935, and more than seven times what 
they spent in the fatal year, 1914. 

The expenditure last year was led off 
by an estimated Russian $4,000,000,000, 
followed by Germany, Britain, the Unit- 
ed States, Italy, France, and Japan. Dur- 
ing 1938-1939, even more astronomical 
sums will be poured into the unproduc- 
tive investment of munitions. The larg- 
est battleships in history will be built. 
The poorest Briton will pay by tax on 
tea for a “cannon before tea” budget; the 
poorest German will pay by a lack of 
cooking fats for the “cannon before but- 
ter” budget. Every French national tax 
will go up eight per cent.

Don’t get into a rut 

That is, don’t say the same things 
over and over each time. This will de- 
stroy the effect of your testimony, and 
it will lower the tone of your meetings. 
In all the experiences of the victorious 
Christian there is an infinite variety of 
blessings and operations of the Spirit. 
From these the Christian should be able 
to give a new testimony each time. 


Do not restate your conversion each 
time you speak 

It is a great thing to be saved, and 
an experience of wonderful joy, but if 
lived up te it will be followed by many 
joyful experiences, so count over your 
many blessings and victories and give 
variety in your testimony, lest it be- 
come monotonous and the people get 
tired of hearing you speak. 


Do not talk too long 

Talkativeness is not always a sign 
of spirituality. You can talk too much. 
Many testimony meetings are injured 
and some killed outright by long tes- 
timonies. Don’t talk the testimony 
meeting to death! 


Don’t be a critic 
Many take advantage of the testi- 


mony meeting to express their disap- 
proval of things they hear and see, in 
a way that is not helpful. Giving ex- 
pression to a wrong feeling or spirit 
usually fans it up more and only grieves 
the Spirit and results in harm. 


Do not exaggerate 

God is not glorified and nothing is 
gained by using big words and making 
your experience look bigger than it 
actually is. Why shout and make a big 
display in meeting when you know 
that is not a true likeness of your daily 
life? You should testify no louder than 
you live. 
Don’t talk just for the sake of talking 

You are not compelled to testify. If 
you do not have a testimony that will 
be a blessing to the hearers, then keep 
your seat. Hot air is cheap, and cold air 
is cheaper still. 


Do not “preach” or “exhort” in a tes- 
timony meeting 

A long drawn-out exhortation in a 
testimony meeting is out of place and 
helps to lower the tone of the meeting. 
Whatever you may say, make it short 
and to the point, and when you are 


through, sit down. Remember to give 
others a chance. 
Don’t testify “at” those with whom 


you have a difference 

If testimony meetings are ever the 
occasion of setting wrongs right, it 
should be only in the Spirit of Jesus. 
Testifying “at” others and trying to 
put them right is often an occasion of 
grieving the Spirit of God. 

Testify in the Spirit 

Without the Spirit of the Lord noth- 
ing can be done. So let us be sure that 
our praying, singing, testifying, and all 
are in the Spirit.

Loveliness and Health 

Loveliness and health are synonymous. 
John recognized the value of health be- 
cause he greeted his friends in his Third 
Epistle with this, “I wish above all 
things that thou mayest prosper and 
be in health.” If we are temperate, pure, 
and holy, as outlined in the Bible, it 
certainly will add as much to. our 
health as anything we can do. It is 
right that we take care of our bodies 
to that extent that we eat the proper 
foods, drink the proper drinks, take the 
necessary rest as much as possible, prop- 
erly cloth our bodies so as to protect 
them from exposure to cold, etc., for 
our bodies are the temples of the Holy 
Ghost. Health discloses itself in the na- 
tural color of the skin, lustre of the 
hair and sparkle of the eye, and not in 
that which is put on. 


Cleanliness and Neatness 

The basic rule for good health and 
loveliness is cleanliness, both of the 
body and of the heart. There must be 
the normal functioning and proper co- 
ordination of the various organs of the 
body, of which the heart is the most 
important. First, has your heart been 
cleansed? Are you sure of its purity? 
If not, you are in grave danger. (It

If you are interested and do not know 
how to read your Bible in order to ob- 
tain the knowledge needed, there are 
plenty of people who will be glad to 
help you if only you will ask them, or 
let them know you are interested.) 

Ask the Lord to wash you thorough- 
ly from your iniquity, and cleanse you 
from your sin, Psa. 51:2. He will cre- 
ate in thee a clean heart, and renew 
a right spirit within thee, Psa. 51:10. 
You will see the vast possibilities for 
your greater loveliness when you have 
made sure that your heart is clean and 
healthy.

Another thing, Prov. 6:10, 11 says, 
“Yet a little sleep, a little slumber, a 
little folding of the hands to sleep: So 
shall thy poverty come,” so we see that 
we are to be busy, not slothful, using 
our hands to bless others as well as our- 
selves, helping in the Lord’s work, do- 
ing whatever our hands find to do.

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THE STORY OF JOSEPH 


In Egypt 


Last week we read about Joseph, the 
favorite son of his father, whose broth- 
ers were jealous of him and hated him, 
selling him to a company of traveling 
merchants who took him far away to 
Egypt. You remember also that they 
made their father think that a wild 
beast had eaten him up. Today we are 
going to find out what Joseph is doing 
down in Egypt. As the story is too long 
to put the rest of it in this time, we'll 
just have to wait until next week to 
find out if his father ever knew where 
Joseph really was. But be sure to read 
this part of the story and see what 
Joseph is doing, so far away from home. 

Now Joseph had been brought up out 
of doors, and had never slept under any 
roof heavier than a tent. He was prob- 
ably a fine, strong, bright-eyed boy, 
and sold well in the slave market in the 
great city in Egypt. One of the high 
officers of the land bought him. He had 
to learn new kinds of work, and a new 
language, for in Egypt they did not 
speak the language of the people of 
Canaan. He had hard work to do and 
no nice coat now to wear. But he was 
so cheerful and willing and honest that 
things went very well, considering he 
was a slave, until some one accused him 
falsely to his master. Then he was 
thrown into prison; and that was worse 
than being a slave. But his honesty and 
cheery way won him friends again, and 
by and by he was trusted to help the 
keeper of the prison. 

In the same prison were two officers 
of the king. One morning Joseph found 
them troubled because they had each 
dreamed a dream, and could not guess 
what it might mean. Joseph told them 
that he thought the dreams meant that 
one would be released, and the other 
not, and so it turned out. 

For two years longer Joseph stayed in 
prison, and the time must have dragged 
very slowly. 

Then came a day when a messenger 
from the king, whom the Egyptians 
called the Pharaoh, appeared at the pris- 
on, and demanded Joseph. He hastened 
Joseph out of the prison, put on him 
finer clothes than he had ever seen be- 
fore and brought him before the great 
Pharaoh himself. 

Now the reason was this: Pharaoh 
had dreamed a troublous dream, and 
none of the people whose business it was 
to tell what dreams meant could ex- 


plain it. Finally the officer who had been 
in prison told of Joseph, and the Pha- 
raoh hurriedly sent for him. 

“J hear you can explain dreams,” he 
said. 

“No, but God can,” Joseph replied. 

Then Pharoah told his dream. First 
he had dreamed that seven fat oxen were 
eaten up by seven lean oxen; then that 
seven full heads of grain were eaten up 
by seven shriveled heads. 

“Both mean the same,” said Joseph. 
“There will be seven fruitful years in 
Egypt, then seven years of famine. God 
has shown Pharaoh this beforehand, so

that the famine can be prepared for in 
the years of plenty. Gather up food 
and build storehouses, and make ready 
for the years which will produce noth- 
ing.” 

Pharaoh was pleased with Joseph, 
and appointed him as the officer in 
charge of all the food supply for the 
country. He made Joseph the second 
man in the kingdom and gave him a 
fine chariot to ride in, and whenever 
Joseph went through the streets of the 
city men cried before him, “Bow the 
knee.” 

But life was not all parade and fine 
clothes. He had to see that in all Egypt 
grain was bought and storehouses were 
built, and that the farmers were not 
cheated and that the government got 
what it paid for. Joseph had never 
worked so hard before in his life. 

Of course, Joseph was a man by this 
time, and all these years his poor fa- 
ther back in Canaan, in the shepherd’s 
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tent, mourned him as dead a long time 
ago. 
Joseph and His Brethren 

After the years of plenty came the 
years of famine. No grain grew in the 
fields, and the people would have died 
of starvation had they not been able 
to go to Joseph and buy food. Soon they 
came saying, 

“Our money is gone, and our chil- 
dren are crying with hunger. Buy our 
cattle and give us grain.” 

So he did; and every day the great 
court of Joseph was filled with 
Egyptians, who bowed down before 
him and begged him to sell them food 
for hungry children. Joseph was very 
glad to be able to do it. So much food 
had collected in the plentiful years that 
now there was enough for everybody. 

One day, as Joseph sat in his court, 
he glanced down and saw a group of 
foreign-looking men _ in _ travel-stained 
clothing, standing timidly at the back 
of the court. He knew them. They were 
his brothers. All were there except Ben- 
jamin, the youngest. They did not 
know him. They may have wondered 
if one of the slave donkey-drivers they 
saw in the streets might be their broth- 
er, but they would never dream of 
looking for him under the fine robes 
of an Egyptian officer. 


The famine had reached their land, 
and they had come to Egypt to buy 
grain, but they felt very strange in this 
fine court. 

When their turn came, they bowed 
very low before the great officer and 
began to tell how their children were 
hungry, but he, talking Egyptian, broke 
in on them. The interpreter told them 
what he said, but they needed no one 
to interpret his black looks and harsh 
tone.

In Reply to Requests 

Dear readers of the Evangel, I was 
reading the request list of last week’s 
Evangel and I read several requests from 
those who were backslidden and others 
seeking God for salvation who asked the 
prayers of the Evangel family that they 
might pray through to victory. I will 
say in reply to the requests that it takes 
more than prayers for others. Still, in 
time of seeking the Lord we need all the 
prayers from others we can get. But 
first, we must go back to where we 
backslid and repent, make right the 
thing we backslid over. There are con- 
ditions to meet before we can claim the 
promise of being saved. After we have 
done the will of God then we can claim 
the promise. 

We could pray and have others pray 
for us until the judgment and if we 
failed to meet the conditions of God’s 
Word, we would never be saved, but 
after we have met the conditions then 
we can claim the promise of being saved. 
It takes belief, faith in God to claim 
the promise of being saved. Notice in 
Rom. 5:1 Paul says, “Therefore being 
justified by faith, we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Jesus says it is not His will that any 
should perish but that all should come 
to repentance. St. John 3:16 says, “God 
so loved the world that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” 18th verse, ‘““He that be- 
lieveth on him is not condemned; but 
he that believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not believed in 
the name of the only begotten Son of 
God.” 

1 John 1:9, “If we confess our sins, 
he (Jesus) is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness.” 1 John 2:1, 2, “My 
little children, these things write I un- 
to you, that ye sin not. And if any 
man sin, we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the righteous: And 
he is the propitiation for our sins: and 
not for our’s only, but also for the sins 
of the whole world.” These verses ought 
to be a great help to a backslider. 

The Bible says when we come to God 
we must believe that he is (God) and 
a rewarder of them that diligently seek 
Him, and also says he that cometh to 
Him with a whole heart He will be 
found of him, or “the day that ye seek 
me with a whole heart I will be found 
of you,” and “he that cometh to me I 
will in no wise cast out.”

inspired, “Men and brethren, what shall 
we do to be saved,” Peter replied, “Re- 
pent and be baptized, every one of you, 
for the remission of sins.” When that 
great Apostle Paul stood on Mars’ Hill 
preaching to the intelligent, he declared, 
“The times of this ignorance God winked 
at; but now commandeth all men every- 
where to repent.” So if repentance was 
the message that those who first preached 
the gospel carried, I believe it should have 
an important place in our ministry to- 
day. In fact, there can be no experience 
of salvation where there is no repentance. 


In Luke 13, where Jesus was told about 
Pilate mingling the blood of certain Gali- 
leans with the sacrifices, he replied by 
saying, “Suppose ye that these Galileans 
were sinners above all the Galileans, be- 
cause they suffer such things? I tell you, 
Nay: but, except ye repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish.” So we conclude that 
without repentance there can be no ex- 
perience of salvation. Repentance pre- 
pares the heart to believe unto salvation. 
Until a man repents it is hard for him 
to accept Christ as his personal Savior, 
but when he has repented, turned away 
from sin and the world, and surrendered 
to the will and service of God, faith is 
inspired through the removal of the hin- 
drance, the promise of God is believed, 
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and the pentitent is regenerated and 
comes into possession of the new life, the 


life of Christ. 


There will always be a class of people 
who are unwilling to repent, who will at- 
tempt to go along with God’s people, 
as there was in the days of John the Bap- 
tist. They want the joy, glory, and bless- 
ing of salvation but are unwilling to 
bring forth fruits meet for repentance. 
In other words, they are unwilling to show 
by their works that they do repent. When 
it comes to making restitution and con- 
fessing and apologizing to our fellow 
man, not so many are willing to do it, but 
we are told, “If the wicked restore the 
pledge, give again that he had robbed, 
walk in the statutes of life, without com- 
mitting iniquity; he shall surely live, he 
shall not die,” Ezek. 33:15. 


We can not buy salvation but bringing 
forth fruit meet for repentance removes 
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the hindrance to our faith and squares us 
with our fellow man so that we can look 
every man in the eyes and feel that we 
have kept the golden rule. If there were 
more real old time, honest-to-goodness, 
Bible repentance, there would be less 
backsliding and greater faith and spirit- 
uality in the Church.
